of Salt, and to take care that every ſuch Offender may be Bound over, and 
£2 ofecuted fo: ſuch his Offence at the next Aſlizes, oz Muarter-DSeſlions, to 
be held in the reſpective Counties, Tiberttes oz P:ecints, where ſuch Offence 
hath, oz fhall be Committed ; whereof they are not to fail, as they and every 


of them ſhall Auſwer foz his and their negtert herein.
